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Illness  Fatal  To  Alice  Rashleigh, 
City  Historian,  Retired  Teacher 


Miss  Alice  Voyle  Rashleigh,  a 
Carbondale  school  teacher  for  53 
years  and  a  member  of  a  promi¬ 
nent  Carbondale  family,  died  last 
night  at  3  at  the  General  Hospital, 
after  a  three-week  illness.  She 
had  been  retired  for  14  years. 

Miss  Rashleigh  was  born  in  Car- 
;  bondale  Aug.  28,  1870.  She  began 
teaching  at  the  age  of  17  in  the 
I  old  Carbondale  John  Marshall 


School.  She  was  made  principal  ol 
Carbondale’s  No.. 2  School  and  lat¬ 
er  was  transferred  as  principal  to 
the  school  where  she  began  teach¬ 
ing,  and  remained  there  until  her. 
retirement  in  1940. 

A  granddaughter  of  the  late 
Thomas  Voyle,  one  of  the  early 
mayors  of  Carbondale,  Miss.Rash- 
leigh  compiled  a  history  of  Car¬ 
bondale  for  the  city’s  centennial 
celebration  three  years  ago. 

Her  historical  series  on  the  city 
was  published  in  its  entirety  in 
the  NEWS  during  the  centennial 
year. .In  addition,  Miss  Rashleigh 
contributed  numerous  other  ar¬ 
ticles  for  publication  in  the  NEWS. 

She  was  a  prolific  writer  and 
maintained  a  voluminous  corre-- 
spondence,  numbering  among  her 
correspondents,  presidenfs  and 
governors.  •  She  had  been  men¬ 
tioned  several  times  on  the  Arthur 
Godfrey  program  and  had  cor- 
respondecL-iiath.  Sports  a  an  our,  cas¬ 
hed  Barber.  At  one  time  she  was 
cited  for  her.interest  in  the  United 
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States  flag  6n  the  radio  program 
“Woman’s  Page  of  the  Air.”  Miss 
Rashleigh  was,  an  avid  baseball 
|  fan  and  was ’a  close  supporter  oj 
the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  of  the  Na 
tional  League. 

She  had  a  deep  interest  in  the 
!  Columbia  Hose .  Co.  of  which  she 
was  an  honorary  member.  Dur- 
ign  parades  and  similar  events  id 
which  firemen  participated,  she 
always  made  it  a  point  tm  appeal 
with  the  company  riding  the  fira 
engine  . 

Miss  Rashleigh  stayed  with  die 
changing  scene,  watching  the  oW 
move  out  and  the  new  take  its 
place.  Perhaps,  the  change  mojt 
i  touching  to  her  in  recent  years 
was  the  end  of  the  steam  engine 
un  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  divi¬ 
sion  here.  When .  the  railroad  ex¬ 
hibited  its  last  “J”  15(X)  Class  loco¬ 
motive  near  the  D&H  station  sev¬ 
eral  months  ago,  Miss  Rashleigh 
remained  on  the  scene  throughout 
most  of  the  day  recounting 
steam  engine  era  to  visitors. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  FiSst 
Presbyterian  Church  and  took  'ft 
part  in  work  of  the  various  chufqb 
organizations.  'I
